REASON'S FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach nor does any combination thereof fairly suggest a backslide 
preventing device of a second set of smaller teeth. Specifically, Contrary to the Linden 
patent, the present invention recites a backslide-preventing device of 
a second set of smaller teeth. The indexed extension pieces 7 on the backrest and the 
complementary counterparts 10 on the rail are not disclosed by the Linden patent. The 
pieces 7 and counterparts 10 are separate and independent from the pleated serrated 
zones 9, 1 1 of the rail 8 and the pleated serrated zone 20 of the back rest of the present 
invention. This second set of toothed engagement is maintained as the article rest in the 
larger pleats, and this second independent system prevents backslide, instead of 
forcing the larger pleats with this function. The vibrations are minimized so that the 
articles do not fall. The present invention structurally separates the serrations on the rail 
and the teeth of the backslide-preventing device. Nothing in the Linden patent relates or 
discloses the claimed backslide-preventing device. .
